It is my pleasure to extend to you a most cordial invitation to address the 
combined students, faculty and staff of the National Defense University at 
10:15 a.m. on Wednesday, 15 December 1982, in Dwight D. Eisenhower Hall, Fort 
McNair.

This is a special bonus for a few students 
selected to continue the dialogue with the guest speaker. 


I very much look forward to your reply, and greatly hope that the combined 
classes of the Industrial College of the Armed Forces and the National War 


College will have the pleasure and honor of welcoming you here on 15 December.
